Claims 1-26 are presented 
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for examination and are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC . 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, 
machine, manufacture, or composition of matter or any new and 
useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefore, 
subject to the conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claims are directed to a non-statutory subject matter, 
specifically, the claims are not directed towards the final 
result that is "useful, tangible and concrete. 
(See State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02). 

According to the New Guidelines of October 26, 2005, which 
states that U A claim limited to a machine or manufacture, which 
has a practical application, is statutory. In most cases a 
claim to a specific machine or manufacture will have a practical 
application. See Alappat , 33 F.3d at 1544, 31 USPQ2d at 1557)... 
a specific machine to produce a useful, concrete, and tangible 
result and State Street , 149 F.3d at 1373-74 USPQ2d at 1601-02).

Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claims are directed to a non- statutory subject matter, 
specifically, directed towards "computer readable medium". Did 
Applicant intend for "computer readable medium" to read as 
""computer readable storage medium"? 

Because the "practical application, result, concrete, 
useful and tangible" limitations are not claimed in Applicant's 
claims. Examiner believes that the above listed claims are 
nonstatutory . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation* of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for 
patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for

patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent 
by another filed in the United States before the invention 
by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty 
in the English language. 



Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Marina Goodman et al . (U.S. Publication No. 
2006/0059253 Al and Goodman hereinafter) . 

Regarding Claim 1, Goodman teaches a process in a data 
processing system for managing objects in a repository, the 
method comprising: providing a repository of objects 
[0165] [0177] , wherein the repository includes a plurality of 
objects representing components for a logically partitioned data 
processing system [0157] , wherein the objects are grouped by 
class [0177] into a set of classes [0310] , wherein associations 
between the objects are links within the repository 
[0310] [0438] ; and responsive to a request from a requester, 
manipulating at least one object from the repository based on 
the request [0314] . 

Regarding Claim 2, Goodman teaches wherein the request is 
for a selected format and further comprising: converting at 
least one object into the selected format to form at least one 
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converted object; and returning the converted object to the 
requester [0848] [0339] [0597] . 

Regarding Claim 3, Goodman teaches wherein the selected 
format is a common information model standard [0503] [0335] . 

Regarding Claim 4, Goodman teaches wherein the converting 
step is performed by the repository [0165] [0177] . 

Regarding Claim 5, Goodman teaches wherein the objects 
include at least a computer system, a partition/ a partition 
profile, an input /output slot, a processor, and a memory 
[0655] [0644] [0637] [0855] [0818] . 

Regarding Claim 6, Goodman teaches wherein the data 
processing system is a hardware management console [0158] . 

Regarding Claim 7, Goodman teaches wherein the repository 
.... [0158] . 

Regarding Claim 8, Goodman teaches wherein the request is 
received from a common information manager provider 
[0160] [0163] . 

Regarding Claim 11, Goodman teaches a provider, wherein the 
provider handles requests relating to a logical partitioned data 
processing system; and a wrapper, wherein the wrapper provides 
an interface for the provider to different types of 
repositories, including the repository [0157] [0257] . 
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Regarding Claims 9-10 and 12-26, these claims are similar 
in scope to the rejected claims above and are rejected as set 
forth above.
